This -assumption 
can be tested out by carrying out a study which compares the ©ntry level skills 
of program participants with those of a comparable group of entering Kindergarten

Do not ^^ivq, hints or chan^,e the wording; In any way , l^en you are giving " 

the test, praise the chil^ for his successess and encourage him to attempt. items 

6ven when he wants to give up. Avoid doing or saying anything that would indicate 

that he^has failed on an^ item. ...
